REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant argues that the space provided for in the Atake reference does not establish enough space for the clamping devices to 
pass through. More specifically, it seems that applicant is arguing that the clamping devices must only pass through the space 
defined between the connecting member and said parting surface. However, applicant has not claimed this feature. In response 
to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon 
which applicant relies (i.e., f passing clamping devices ONLY in the space between connecting member and parting surfacel) are 
not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns. 988 F.2d 1 181. 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Applicant has 
claimed the claims in terms of open-ended language which leads to the possibility that additional space can be provided at some 
other part of the assembly to allow the clamping devices to pass through in conjunction with the space between the connecting 
member and said parting surface. Applicant also argues that Yamazaki does not teach wherein the connencting member and the 
parting surface has a space that the clamping member can fit, between because Yamazaki's disclosure says that the film 
issealed to the parting surface by a clamper (30). Examiner submits that the action of the clamper is immaterial as examiner has 
supplied Yamazaki to teach another configuration for forming a space which can house a clamping device. As the primary 
reference Atake already teaches a moveable clamping device this argument is not persuasive .
